Sir—lt is a matter fop congratulation 
that the Government’ has, after a gre 
deal had been said in.the papers, realised 
the danger to public ‘health of ‘allowing 
the sale of ice-creany of the sort Hawked 
about: in the atreots, the ingredients of 
which were as unw holesome as'the eondi- 
tions under which it was prepared. were 
insanitary, 

Teecream, however,. is hut one. of tho 
many inStances ‘of food-stnffs sold: foc 
human consumption which. are likeivise 
Injnrious. to public health, and” whieh, [ 
‘tor that reason, vise require strict legisla. 
tion. 

It"iaenot an uncommon sight to fee 
n ‘basketf{ul of rotten. eggs, ctc., offered for 
sale at the foot of Graham Strevt _ its 
vicinity. ‘ 5 

IT have also noticed at Burrow Street 
(Wanchai) a great number of bags con. 
toining flour formed into hard lumps}: 
being daily pounded’ with’ sticks, bricks, 
‘stones, and what’ not, and then’ sieved. 
Such damaged stulf should be condemned 
and, dumped into the sea, and not be 
allowed to be madw -into ‘bread, 
buman consumption. 

It is to be hoped that.proper measures
